Vancouver Island is varoming famous for many 
things. Among the chief of these is its climate, among 
the more utilitarian its strawberries; and among the 
tourist attractions its marvellous scenery, and* magni- 
ficent drives; its many fascinating trips both by boat and 
by rail. But, while tens of thousands of visitors holiday 
in the Island. evéry summer, very few of them are aware 
of the fact that within less than a day's qouney of 
Victoria there are mountain peaks covered with perpetual 
snow, and massive’ glaciers, which és efy the warmest of 
the summer sunshine, where those Who enjoy that most 
exhilarating sport, mountain-climbing, . may put all of 
their skill to the test. : 


The most popular mountain from an Alpinist’s point 
of view is Arrowsmith, It is about six thousand feet 
high,. and to,reach it one travels by one of the most 
magnificent scenic railways on the continent. There isa 
diversity of country all along the hundred miles from 
Victoria. to Parkesville. Parkesville is on the east 
coast of the Island, and Victoria, situated at the extreme 
south of the Island is the starting point forthe journey. 
One ofthe first summits to be crossed is that of the splen- 
.did Malahat, about fifteen hundred feet above the sea. 
Here, from the “Lookout; one looks down on a wonder- 
ful panorama of green- -embowered hills, narrow winding 
waterways, the wide stretch of the sea itself and the 
Olymptic mountains on the Mainland in their dazgling. 
dress of ice and snow. After crossing the Malahat there 
are miles along the shores of the salt'¢water, quick 
passages through picturesque villages and towns, journey- 
ings among sweet-scented woods. which are always gay 
with flowers. 

At Parkesville the road divides ops 
toward the west. And there begins the first trek in the 
journey which leads to the everlasting: hills.: As one 
nears Cameron Lake, whether one .travels by rail or 
highway, one sees the beginning of the vast forest of 
Douglas fir, than which there is no finer stretch of timber 
in America. 

Just across the lake from the Chalet one begins the 
ascent of Mount Arrowsmith. 

The particular day when we made the journey was 
in early June. It was sweet and cool near the water, the 
bracken thrusting up branchy and tall, maiden-hair 
ferns just unfolding, all of the trees and shrubs wearing‘ 
their new dresses of fresh, young green. 

@We started at noon, and from the ver outset, found 
the trail fairly’ steep.

Fot twenty years,:more or less, 
there has been a continual — protest 
from the farmers of Western Canada 
in regard to -our present -system of 
marketing grain. That protest has con- 
tinued ever since the adoption of the 
present elevator system. The farmers 
have protected against the elevator 
companies, the grain exchange, the 
railways, the ,exporters, and every 
other person who has anything to do 
with the marketing. We find no fault 
with these prc\p*s sts—human _ indtitu- 
tions are fallible. It may be the fault- 
finding w as justified. The whole market 
ing system of grain in Western Canada 
has grown up and developed within 
the past few years. It is absurd to ex- 
pect it to be perfect, or even capable 
at all times of meeting the demands 
made upon it. 

It may be true that this system is 
not the best: that can be devised. Some 
of the ablest men. in Canada have con- 
demned it, Many of the keenest minds 
have praised it, but the point we want 
to make now is that the government 
has appointed a ‘commission to in- 
vestigate the: whole business, and it is 
the duty of farmers and all.others in- 
terested to state theit problems before 
this commission as cleary as possible,

Buffalo Have 
Hard Winter 
Many of the last remaining herd 


«f wild buffalo, who range westward 
of the Slave river died off last winter, 


‘say trappers from the lower reaches 


of the Peace river country. Several of 
the men who string their {raps through 
the bison range arrived in the city on 
Friday’s train and report that the last 
remnant of the Lords 
had a very hard winter. 

Unlike other wild animals the buf- 
falo do not paw through the gnow to 
get at the grasses; they simply burrow 
down with their noses, and as the 
snow this winter on the buffalo range 
was over four feét deep the animals 
were hard put to it to obtain enough 
fodder.

The trappers saw a number of the 


‘animals while out on their lines those 


run across being extremely thin, while 
a number of dead ones were met with 
The heavy snowfall came before the} a 
sloughs and lakes were frozen over, 
with the result that when the bison at-

plunged through the snow and thin ice 
and their trails could be seen where 
had floundered « and zig-zagged 
in the endeavor to free themselves. 
Not as many were seen this winter 


“as usual for the reason that the severe 


weather forced them ta change . their 
habits. Usually the bison remain in the 
vicinity of the sloughs‘and muskegs 


‘where they dig down for the grass, but]* 


by reason of the deep snow they were 
forced to leave their usual stamping 
grounds, and take to the timber’ where 
they sought the sheltered spots under 
the trees. There the snow was not so 
deep and’ they stood a better chance of 
obtaining some feed.

There are eleyen rangers employ- 
ed in looking after the bisan, and 
during the winter these men, travelled 
, throughout the southern and northern 
ranges with dog teams and snow!

Considerable dissatistaction, exists in 
the ranks of the trappers who hunt 
the buffalo range, in respect to the 
closing of this area to the. white men. | 
Many of the trappers have been there 
for a number of years, and have onent! 
much time ¢utting lines, buildings, cab 
ins and so on. None of the men were 
notified that’ the range was closed to’ 
them. prior to bringing their furs out 
‘of market. Their equipment is still six 
“hundred mites to the north, and tHfey! 
‘feel distinctly hostile ‘regarding’ this 
treatment. : 

It is felt that if the Indians are al- 
lowed the sole use

Hail Storms a ee 
Insurance 


pe 

‘To people ~ of the present day al- 
most as much as +o those of ancient 
times hail and hailstorms have always 
remained more or less a mystery. Rea- 
sons for it have been advanced that 
were not reasonable, and explanations 
have been given that did tot explain. 
Douglas Archibald in his ‘book “The 
Story of the Atmosphere” gives an ac- 
count of it, that, whether it is entirely 
scientific or not is at least plausible 
He says hail, unlike the delicate snow 
crystals, is frozen water-drops. Its fre- 
quent association with thunder-storms 
led to the belief that it was caused in 
some way by electricity. This is, how- 
ever, found to be ‘untenablé in the 
‘searchlight of modern. science, which 
shows that electricity is mostly an ef- 
ject, not. a cause of such mechanical 
disturbances. It is believed, that in 
such storms the rain-drops formed in 
one part of a storm are carried upwards 
by powerful ascending currents into 
“regions of the atmosphere 
where they are solidified by the ex- 
ceSsive cold, and being carried over 
with the overflow whici takes place 
near the top, fall down until they are 
redrawn into the interior of the storm 
and again whirled up aloft. Receiving 
alternate meltings and freezings, and 
growing larger with each circuit they 
make in the atmospheric churn, they 
ire finally thrown out on either side of 
the storm centre. 

‘A hailstorm may last no longer than 
ten minutes, but in that short time 
thousands. of acres of waving grain 
may be turned into a dreary waste of 
tangled, broken and,useless straws;. the 
whole season’s work of thé farmer and 
his men entirely gone,’ and the crop 
on which he depended to meet his 
financial obligations absolutely destroy 
ed. ae 

Experience has shown , that hail al 
liable to occur in almost every part 
the North American continent, od 
especially in the central and western 
states and the western provinces. This 
explains why ‘in this territory such 
large. organizations have been built 


J up carrying on the business of hail in- 


surance, that has become so important 
factor jn the economic. development 
of the country, The farmer can do’ 


nothing to prevent hailstorms; nothing] . 
can be done to protect his crop when, 


a hailstorm:does come. The only thing 
he can do is to insure his crop. 

Since Alberta was formed into a 
Province in 1905,-the various organiza- 
tions carrying on the business of ‘hail 
insurance have paid out over $12,000,- 
000.00 in losses to the farmers of the 
Province. Their records show that no 
part of the Province is free from hail, 
and every farmer, no matter where he 
lives, may expect to receive damage by 
hail at some time. Although the year 
1921 was a notable exception, hail in- 
surance records also go to show that 
generally there -is more hail when 
there is plenty of rain, as the present 
year appears to promise. 

Wail insurance is a contract 
which the farmer on the p 
a premium, relieves himself of the risk 
of loss and devolves that risk upon 
some other person or corporation. The 
only time that hail insurance is not 
necessary is when the farmer is in 
such a position that he can afford to 
lose his crop without materially af- 
fecting his plans. Everything points 
to a good crop this year. It is for every 
farmer to decide whether he will run 
the risk of a loss of that crop or wheth 
er by taking out insurance he will re- 
lieve himself of that risk, and make 
his financial position that:much strong-

486,455 for the previous twelve 
months.

There was alse a considerable 
increase in the movement of milk. 
In 1922, the Company moved 1,623,-
